The contention of tin* strippers that the 
old mineral deeds gives them the ruht to des- 
poil the surface of the land is ridiculous 

It is only by the flimsiest of technicalities 
that the strip mining method does not violate 
Kentucky law as well as it so obviously violate- 
moral law and nature's law the law that pro- 
tects the private property of the individual 
citizen Except for this bare technicality upheld 
only because the strippers are rich and po 
itically powerful, because their lot>b\ in Frank 
fort is strong and constant, except for this the 
worst abuses of strip mining would be stopped 
immediately, and the majority of the people 
would cheer 

But the people do not cheer, because there 
is nothing to cheer about The law doe rot 
protect them, or their homes Men on top 
the mountains push mud and rock down n 
them and they have no recourse hut to take 
it. under the present interpretation of wh.it s 
legal and what is not True, there are some 
laws on the books that could provide the vic- 
tims of strip mining some recourse Hut it takes 
money to go to court, and usually the side with 
the most money wins, and we all know where 
the money is in this dispute

In these Eastern Kentucky mountains of 
ours, it is not uncommon for an individual s

These acts are the hv-products of a tense 
labor climate and hostile grudges between in- 
lividuals 

Criminals who do this kind of thing are 
not always caught and punished- in fact, they 
rarely are - hut even so. when they are caught, 
hey are subject to the law Prison sentence* 

await the dynamiter, the arsonist, the midnight 
rider with the gun if he can be apprehended 
and convicted The law at least forces him tc 
commit his crimes under cover of dark, and 
to exercise some caution about it lest he be 
discovered 

How different the situation is with respect 
to the <t rip miners Here we have men who 
a r e a thousand times more destructive than 
the dynamiters and the arsonists, men who 
destroy land and homes in ways that cannot 
be repaired A dynamited home can be rebuilt 
The ashe> of a burned-out house can be remov 
ed to make way for another structure But 
once the strippers are done, thousands and 
thousands ol once-beautiful and useful acre.' 
are buried under tons and tons of yellow, acid- 
filled soil, and this damage can never he un- 
done 

And not only is this damage worse than 
that of the intentional criminal It is being done 
with impunity, in broad daylight, under the 
guise of legitimate business The persons re- 
sponsible for it do not have jail records. 
They are otherwise respectable in the commun- 
ity They go to church, lead civic clubs, pay 
taxes, and. as business men. are the first tc 
give you a good argument in delense of a man's 
right to own and to protect his private posses- 
sions. 

But their deeds belie this superficial ap- 
pearance Their bulldozers push whole moun- 
tains into valleys, and ruin timber crops, cover 
top soil, pollute private wells, send cascades 
of mud and rock and yellow slime into private 
homes, and make whole sections of our coun 
try unfit for any kind of habitation by man 
or beast or plant They assault and destroy pri- 
vate property as thoroughly as any war. 

And the individual whose possessions suf- 
fer these depravations is not protected by any 
law. 

Oh. sure, the strippers piously say they 
are prepared to pay for any damage that they 
do But th«* destruction they bring about can- 
not lx* compensated tor by cash.

Economically. Appalachia is little more than an internal 
colonial appendage of the industrial North and Midwest. Us 
plight is worse thi.n that of a banana republic receiving U. S. 
foreign aid Its exploitative economy generates much wealth 
and much poverty. The wealth flows to distant cities; the pov- 
erty accumulates at home. Like Latin America, Appalachia 
can find no relief for its dilemma until there is far-reaching 
tax reform and an overhaul of the antiquated political struc- 
ture But here th parallel ends. In the Alliance for Progress 
program, Washington insists on Latin-American reform as th*/ 
price of aid.

While 
politicians can speak piously of Appalachian rejuvenation, they 
lack the guts to break the inn vise that e j rips the territory 
and its inhabitants Any basic change in the situation would 
send wrathful reverberations through the boardrooms of dozens 
of huge firms. 

PARC in its joint labors with the state governments dis- 
covered that whatever aimed at effective reorganization of the 
decrepit economy ran afoul of the entrenched absentee-owned 
interests and the political power structure which they domi- 
nate So the search turned toward palliatives rather than rem- 
edies The commission decided to spend $840 million in five 
years on new highways and access roads The construction 
of roads will make it even easier for the nonresident owners 
to market their minerals and timber Hoads are popular with 
the mountaineers, too, so more than 80 percent of the money 
could go for this one Item with seemingly happy results. 

The remaining funds are allocated at the rate of $ 41 , 000 , 
000 for hospital construction, $28 000 000 for hospital main- 
tenance, $18,000,000 for the building of vocational school!, 
$5,000,000 for development of timber stands. $8 000.000 for 
-ewage treatment system!, $38 500 000 for reclamation of strip* 
imiied lands, and $2,400,000 fur administration None of these 
measures strikes at the real roots ot* Appalachia's troubles. 
They will not restore health, because the malaise is too critical.

In various spots in these Eastern Kentucky mountains, 
one cun find places where slides have muted from the con- 
st ruction of highways or from excavations for building sites. 
Here again, the slides are the exception and not the rule, and 
who among us would say that the building of highways or 
homes or business structures should he stopped , ecause an 
occasional slide follows the diturbiug of the natural terrain? 
Not cue, l dare say, yet there are those who would outlaw a 
legitimate industry which is providing jobs and taxes for the 
same reason. 



It is preposterous for anyone • editorial writer, lawyer or 
whoever - to say that there is no law to protect the rights and 
property of individuals against damage from strip mining or 
that ‘ The government has turned you over to a bunch of in- 
dustrialists who have no more compunction against your de- 
structure than you have against killing a cockroach.” To use 
such idle and ill-founded statements in an effort to stir peo- 
ple to the point of open defiance to the laws of the land is 
morally and legally wrong, and the motivation behind such 
efforts should be seriously questioned. 



One also gets the impression that the strip mine operators 
are a group of avaricious ogres who gleefully and wantonly 
lavage the mountains with utter disregard for the welfare and 
well-being of the peopu and the community Anv person who 



Ihere are many who do not like strip mining or the 
broad form deed or the strip mine law 1 defend their right 
to hold these views, but those who feet otherwise have the 
same rights and one does not supercede the other. The parties 
who bought and sold the mineral rights in Eastern Kentucky 
lived in a different age, and, perhaps or even probably, they 
did not envision surface mining methods lint does this make 



them wrong? Are any of us in position to pass judgment on 
the validity and legality of tne acts of our predecessors? Mar. \ 
ability to look into the future is limited whether it concerns 
coal mining, communications, the exploration of space or what- 
ever. but he can act only on the basis of information available 
at the time the decision is made If later developments or in- 
formation indicate that another decision would have been bet- 
ter. it is untortur.alc but not a basis for criticism or condem- 
nation. 

There arc those who would prohibit strip mining alto- 
gether. Again, I defend their right to such a position, but 
have they weighed their antagonism in the light of the effect 
on the economy of the area if strip mining were stopped' It 
is dcubtful. 

There are some who contend that, if strip mining were 
prohibited in Kentucky, the production in the underground 
mines would increase and this would also increase employment 
in the underground mines. This is not necesarily true lu tac‘ 
it probaLTy would uot follow that course. In most cases, the 
underground mines in the Hazard field cannot compete in the 
markets which use Hazard strip coal. In all probability, the 
result would be that the consumers supplied by Hazard strip 
mines would secure their coal from surface producers in other 
states anil both nunc employment and the economy ot Kentuc- 
ky would suffer. 

It is the Association s objective to do everything possible 
to improve the position of the entire coal industry in the state 
both strip and underground, to the point ttiat the value of the 
industry will contribute more to the economy of the areas in 
which it operates and all of Kentucky as well. 

I happen to know of several plans for industrial develop- 
ment in Eiistcrn Kentucky which would mean a ereat deal to 
t.ic area’s future Unfortunately, I am not at liberty to disclose 
them, but the problems bt»mg created by the controversy in 
Knott County could well have a bearing on whether or not 
they materialize It would be a sad day for Eastern Kentucky 
if they were lost because of this unfortunate and ill-advised 
situation.
